A Hopeful Forecast. 


There could be no belter proof of the sta- 


bility of Treasury conditions than the refusal 
of the Government lo exchange $1.000.000 
of currency in New York for an equal sum 
in gold deliverable in San Francisco. 
The 


acceptance of such an offer would simply 
have required the Treasury to pay tho cost 
of transporting the gold across the continent, 
besides assuming all the risk of losses by 
theft and other causes in trasil; but, for- 
tunately, no such expedients are necessary. 
With a gold reserve amounting lo upward of 
$147,000,000, and the likelihood that it will 
receive an early increase through further 
importations from Europe, the Treasury is 
in a notably strong and healthy condition, 
and needs no forced or artificial processes 
to support its operations. 
It reflects the 


growing improvement in the business of the 
country at large, and presents' a hopeful 
forecast of future conditions in commerce 
and finance.—New York Mail aud Express.

Pennsylvania Judges have re- 


fused to incorporate associations when the 
names of the societies and the names of their 
members have been in a foreign tongue. 
Judge White, of Allegheny county, ia a 
recent case held lhat foreigners have no 
right to a charter; thai naluralized citizens 
may be members of a corporation, but a 
corporation should never be under Ihe control 
of unnaluralized aliens. 
He ruled, further- 


more, that when the Slate authorizes the 
charter of a corporation the presumption is 
thai its business will be conducted in the 
language of Ihe State, which cannot be done 


if the members cannot speak or write the 
English language. 
How far the holding 


would be sustained by the judiciary of Ihe 
Slate is unknown. The instance is cited 
here to illustrate the tendency of Ihe courts 
lo encourage Ihe acquirement and use of

Railroad Investments. 


In a paper in Harper's Magazine Mr 


W. A. Cruno calls attention to the effoci 
of the stoadily falling ratoof iuterestot 
niilrond debts. This fulliug rato is iu 
accordance with the law that as u conn 
try becomes older money becomes more 
plentiful aud harder to invest at pnyiiife 
rates. 


Mr. Crano finds thafc «» tlio Uultei 


Staton tho companies pitying the high- 
tist rates of interest are the strong corpo- 
rations. The reason that tho weaker 
companies are not paying such rates if 
mostly that ^ they have Rone into bank- 
ruptcy and cannot do so. Tho highest 
rates of interest now drawn by railroad 
iKmds are 1 and 8 per cent. Those bonds 
do not represent recent issues, however, 
but those of 20 years ago, in somo cases 
more than that. 


Bonds issued at present would bo sold 


on a basis of about B,1^ per cent. That 
is tho rate at which tho New York Cen- 
tral and Lake Shore have refunded their 
respective debts. The annual saving to 
the New York Central iu consequence 
of the refunding at low rate will bo $1,- 
(144,700, to tho Lake Shore if J, 2 DO, 000. 
)f tho older, higher rato bonds of all tho 
strong roads iu tho United States wero 
ti, h« refunded on tlio same basis, tho 
yearly saving would bo $01,368,588, as 
much as 2 per cent of their stock. 


Of bonds bearing (I, 7 and 8 per cent, 


tho stronger railroads will have matur- 
ing iu the next half dozen years $003,- 
H28,874. They will naturally meet these 
with 81^ per cent issues as fast as they 
become due. Mr. Crano thinks this ad- 
ditional money thus gained, whatevci 
use it may bo put to at first, will ulti- 
mately result in bringing down freight 
and passenger rates. Tho competition 
between the roads will always bo as 
great as it is now, and the roads will 
t hereforo put down their rates as low 
im (hoy dare.

It will now be necessary to place sev- 


eral garrisons of United States soldiers 
in Alaska, chiefly along the Yukon. 
Thoru are no national guards with their 
shining new guns and uniforms there 
to be called out in a hnrry to suppress 
disorder. The first garrison will bo sent 
to St. Michael's, at the entrance to tho 
Yukon, before tho winter closes. Its 
headi ruarters will bo there, but it can 
be dispatched to any part of tho sur- 
rounding region quickly. It was wise 
to reconsider tho former decision not to 
send soldiers to Alaska this season. 


T. Schoele of Huh way, N. H., is worth 
as much as is claimed for it, then the 
doom of tho dreadful mosquito is sealed. 
Permanganate of potash is what Pro- 
fessor Scheelo declares will destroy the 
pest effectually. 


Tho researches of the professor last 


summer tlirew much light on the habit 
and reason for being of tho mosquito. 
Wherever vegetable albumen is found 
in water, and that is wherever vegeta- 
tion grows near water, there will be de- 
veloped poisonous matter. From this 
poisonous matter bacteria are born, and 
from these comes the mosquito. It flies 
into tho air charged full of a deadly 
poison from the vegetable albumen. Its 
one impulse is to get rid of the albu- 


men. 
In order to do this it inserts its bill 


into flesh, which is soft aud yielding. 
Tlie swelling that results is from the 
poison which tho mosquito has injected 
into the blood. It does not want to suck 
tho victim's blood for food. It simply 
wants to get rid of tho albumen which 
makes it uncomfortable. 
As this is 


ejected the blood rushes into tho mos- 
quito to take its place. 


Dr. Scheelo says that if a pinch or 


two of permanganate of potash is put 
into water in which there is any decay- 
ing vegetation it will unite with this 
substance, turn it a dull pink color and 
finally sink to the bottom. Then tho 
water becomes clear aud is thoroughly 
disinfected. The scheme is to sprinkle 
mosquito ponds with tho permanganate 
of potash and thus destroy the bacilli 
of the decaying vegetation, precipitating 
them dead aud harmless to tho bottom. 
Tlieu the mosquito cannot bo developed. 
Dr. Schcelo boldly declares that ho can 
oxidize a ten acre swamp with a hand- 
ful of permanganate of potash, costing 
no more than 25 cents, and destroy every 
mosquito germ in it. This operation, 
repeated two or three times during the 
mosquito season, will rid any part of 
tho country of tho posts. 


If you aro going to Alaska or the

Violet Perfume. 


It would appear as if the cultivation of 


the violet for its perfume alone will short- 
ly be numbered with the things of the 
past. Violet perfume is now produced by 
chemical means, and the result quite su- 
persedes and surpasses, it is said, in qual- 
ity and persistency, the flower Itself. This 
latest discovery in chemistry has been 
made by two Germans in Leipslc, nnd the 
importance of it may bo measured by the 
fact that many thousands of pounds have 
been offered for the patent. Already this 
substance has been sold at a considerable 
reduction upon the cost of the perfume 
made from real violets, and so intense is 
the odor in its concentration that the man- 
ufacturers sell only 10 per cent solutions 
of it. 
This 10 per cent solution has to be 


again diluted a hundredfold before it is fit 
for sale to the public. The perfume of 
violets is not, we are told, tho only in- 
stance in which chemical science as ap- 
plied to perfumery has triumphed, and 
though some of the other chemically made 
perfumes are not so remarkable in their 
similitude to those actually extracted from 
flowers, they are of sufllcent importance to 
greatly limit tho USD of flowers they imi- 
tate.—New York Ledger.

1.ICANIS1U. 


While the argument has not been 


strenuously Insisted upon by the Re- 
publlc'ftn papers that the return of the 
publican papers that the return of the 
the sole cause of the rapid advance in 
the price of wheat, there is one thing 
certain, and that is that high prices 
for cereals always occur when the Re- 
publican party is In control, and under 
Its fostering hand the mills are fired 
and running. On thib subject Major 
J. W. Wham, of the United States 
army, arid an expert on the Bubject, 
recently said in an Interview: 


"In 1S83, the year prior to Cleveland's 


first 
election, the average price of 


wheat was 91 cents per bushel. In 1884, 
the year after his election, the aver- 
age price was C4 eents per bushel, a drop 
of 27 cents, from which price it only 
rallied slightly (luring his entire admin- 
istration, selling the last year at an 
average of 68 cents per bushel. 


"JIarrlson wan elected In 1883, and 


wheat immediately bounded back to a 
I»oint two cents higher than when 
Cleveland was first elected, the average 
price for 1SS8 being 93 cents per bushel, 
from which point It only slightly re- 
acted, the average price during the last 
two years being 84 cents per bushel. 


"Cleveland was re-elected in 1892, and 


there was an immediate drop of 21 
cents per bushel, continuing on down 
until 4a cents per bushel was reached, 
the lowest during the century. Mil- 
lions of men were out of employment. 
Consumption necessarily fell off. Kcon- 
orny, even in the use of bread and its 
kindred luxuries, was forced. 


"Compare the per capita consump- 


tion in the United States during thes 
first three years of Harrison's adminis- 
tration, when all the wheels of com- 
merce and enterprise were hot with ac- 
tion, and the first throe years of Cleve- 
land's last administration, when the 
conditions were absolutely reversed. 
and you have a falling off of one and 
one-quarter bushels per capita during 
the Cleveland administration. 


"Our population now amounts to very 


nearly 80,000.000, which would make a 
difference in consumption of about 100,- 
000,000 in favor of the Harrison admin- 
istration. 


"The per capita consumption of wheat 


during the last year of Arthur's ad- 
ministration and the last year of Har- 
rison's 
administration, respectively, 


was nearly six and one-half bushels- 
call it six and one-quarter bushels: 
multiplying our 80000.000 of population 
by this we have 500,000,000 bushels of 
wheat necessary for our home con- 
sumption. 


"Our annual average production of 


wheat during the last ten years being 
about 470,000,000. leaves us short an- 
nually about SO,000,000 bushels. There 
was a tariff under the old McKinley 
law of 25 cents a bushel on wheat, 
which, being re-enacted into the Ding- 
ley law, seems, Independent of the for- 
»fgn shortage when taken in connec- 
tion with these facts, to give the Amer- 
ican Tarmer the 'cinch* on trie "world's 
wheat market." 


HIS IMAGINATION, 


It Apponri That Dr. Swallow HasIIiul

A leading member of the Methodist 


chueh of this place tells a story on 
the Prohibition candidate for state 
treasurer that illustrates the method 
that gentleman had of doing business 
many years ago and likewise today. 
He was 
pesldlng elder in the Al- 


toona district and much opposed to the 
Juniata valley camp meeting, at that 
time very popular among the Method- 
ists of this section. He was stopping 
with a Methodist family in Altoona who 
were great ft lends of the well conduct- 
ed camp meeting, and who constantly 
upheld the same as against the thrusts 
of the presiding elder. The day be- 
fore the opening of the camp he wrote 
for the Altoona papers a scathing crit- 
icism of the camp meeting, and with- 
held his name.

In the opinion 
of many competent judges this state is 
on the threshold of the greatest pros- 
perity in Its history. From town after 
town and county after county come the 
same encouraging responses. It is not 
only mills and mines that show increas- 
ed activity, but this activity and pros- 
perity is shared by all related Indus- 
tries. The merchant sells more goods. 
the farmer finds a better market for his 
products, the railroads find their freight 
traffic greatly increasing and In their 
turn are led to expenditures which give 
new employment to labor. 


"As to the cause of this revival, it is

FORGERY. 


Leading Principles of the Expartg as Ap- 


plied to ltd Detection. 


A very curious fact about tho philosophy 


of handwriting is this—thnt a man nevor 
writes his name twice In exactly the same 
way, or, in other words, one signature is 
never a facsimile of any other. 
So that if 


an expert finds among some genuine sig- 
nal urcs ono that corresponds in every de- 
tail with a disputed signature—and such 
a thing iie.s happened several times—he is 
absolutely certain, first, that the latter 
really is bogus, and, second, that ho has 
boforo him the very model used by the 
forger. All detectives of the ink pot agree 
thnt tho discovery that two signntures on 
being superimposed and hold to tho light 
arc' identical is a conclusive proof that 
there has been tracing. 


Such arc tho loading principles of the 


expert's profession. How are they applied? 
In some cases they are not applied at all. 
Tho paper itself, tho stump, if there is ono, 
may proclaim a document to be a forgery. 
Then tho microscope and other appliances 
will sometimes show whether a signature 
is fraudulent. Swindlers commonly writ! 
n name In pencil and then ink it over. If 
tin- export lias ronson to bolicvo that this 
method has been adopted—and it is not 
dilucnlt to detect, because, for ono thing, 
tho signature looks duller than the other 
writing—ho has only to put a drop of acid 
on tho letters, nnd, prestol tho ink disap- 
pears, revealing tho glistening plumbago 
beneath. But it is practically impossible to 
obtain by any mode of trailing a sign 
manual that will successfully bear the 
cloacst scrutiny. In following the model, 
whether that bo a facsimile in pencil or 
carbon or a genuine signature held to the 
light, the pen hesitates, giving tho writ- 
ing a zigzag appearnnco, which, although 
not visible to the naked eye, onu he clearly 
seen with the nid of tho microscope. Tho 
must useful ally of the expert, however, ]R 
the camera, which has no equal for show- 
ing signs of erasure, correction and pen 
hesitancy. 


Jn one wny or another, then, a docu- 


ment may be pronounced a forgery with- 
out any comparison of writing. Harely is 
this so when the work of a really accom- 
plished 
professional penman comes to 


hand. 
He generally practices a signature 


till ho can imitate it closely enough to de- 
ceive any bunk cashier, when he dashes It 
off at tho foot of a chock with greater flu- 
en y perhaps than could its owner. 
In 


this nrt Jim the Penman wus an adopt— 
tho prentost adept in the annals of crime. 
No tracing or boggling for him, no rub- 
bing out or touching up. Howi»,o at once 
exactly what was wanted, imitating the 
most difiloult hand with a freedom, an case 
and n perfccuon that wuro marvelous.— 
Ca-iscli's Journal.
